They are exactly the same 
age, 22. Parr married the Spanish

against 
his family's wishes, 


eloping in the night with her to Bur- 
lingame, Cat. The expected parental 
forgiveness was not forthcoming and 
the couple came to Denver. For some 
time they have been In difficult finan- 
cial circumstances and the girl bride 
has been pawning her Jewel*. - 


ALLEGES INSANITY. 


ALAMEDA, June 15.—Last 
nfght 


Attorney Howard K. James received a 
letter from a Denver firm of attor- 
rrvi-s which has done a little to clarify 


the situation into which Ralph Pan- 
got himself by his alleged peculations. 
The young man, according to the Den- 
ver report, Is undoubtedly insane. The 
letter, which gives Parr's record since 
his arrival at Denver, follows:

"The writer called on Parr this morn- 


ing in jail and advised him to return to 
California and stand trial and get out 
of this scrape if he could. We suggested 
to him that we thought he was crazy 
and we had no doubt that he could 
easily convince a jury of this and be 
cleared of the charges against him.

BAN FRANCISCO, Jnn« 15.—Royal 


W. Cud-worth, one of the Jurora who 
tried Mayor SchmlU, pawed through 
•n extraordinary experience aa a se- 
quel to his service as a talesman. 
Immediately after he reached home, 
at a late hour of the night, when the 
verdict against Mayor 
Schmlt* was 


found. Cudworth started a row with 
his wife. From his own account he 
Mems to have suspected that her re- 
lations with Fire Commissioner Mano 
Bollo ware not 
altogether 
proper. 
However that ma,y be, Mrs, Cudworth 
fled screaming from the house and 
took refuge with the occupant* of the 
flat below, and Cudworth 
was 
ar- 
te»ted by the police, taken to prison, 
booked for assault to murder. Mrs. 
Cudworth expressed the fear that he 
meant to kill her, and he was locxrd 
up In the drunk cell for the night. 


CUDWORTITS STATEMENT. 


Speaking of the trouble with 'his 


wlfe» Cudworth said that while the 
Schmltz jury was at the St. Francis 
hotel Fire Commissioner Mario Bol- 
lo called at the hotel and Importuned 
Ellsor Blggy to see him, as he desired 
to take a message home to Cudworth's 
wife. 
Blggy asked Cudworth If he 
desired to send a message to his wife 
by Bollo and he replied in the nega- 
tive, as he did not know Bollo well 
enough to send a message by him. 
Cudworth said he observed Bollo In 
court several times. 
Bollo always 
kept staring at him and made him 
highly nervous, so much so that when 
Judge Dunne 
was 
delivering his 
charge to the Jury he hardly heerd a 
word that the judge was saying. 


"When I «ot home late last night" 


continued Cudworth, "I 
asked 
my 


wife if she had seen Bollo in our 
apartment* 
She refused to answer 


me and I took hold of her arm. She 
screamed and struggled to get away 
from mv grasp and in the straggle 
her eye was hurt and became 
dlH- 


colored. 
She finally broke from my 
grasp and ran down stalra, scream- 
ing, to the apartments occupied by 
Horace Peraasl, who owns the housa. 
I went down stairs after her and 
found her in Peraisi's apartments. 
Perazzi Is a brother of Supervisor 
Phillips. 


In th« presence of Ferazzl and Phil- 
lips I told my wife I had something 
Important to aay to her and she bes- 
ted me rot to say It to her there. I re- 
plied that I would respect her wl8hi»s 
and would return to our apartments 
and wait for her. While waiting for 
her two policemen came Jn and placed 
me under arrest." 


THE CASE IN COURT. 


When the cas* was called In court 
Mrs. Cudworth, who was accompanied 
by some women friends^ was called to 
the benc1!. ^he appeared

vous. Tho judge spoke kindly and re- 
assuringly to her and asked If some 
reconciliation could not be made with 
her husband. 


"My hiiabanij," said Itfrs. Cudworth, 
"is highly excitable and has a violent 
temper. We have been married eight 
years and have a son 5 years of ago. 
When he came home 
last night he 


looked ao flustered and excited that I 
•was in terror of my life. He asked me 
where I had been that day, and I re- 
plied thai I had been at my mother's. 
He said that I lied and caught me by 
the arm. I struggled to get away and 
fell on the floor, discoloring my eyo. 
He tried to drag ma into the bath- 
room, but I broke away from htm and 
ran down stairs He has such an un- 
governable temper that I am afraid 'he 
will kill me."

CARMEN'S OFFICIAL DEMIES 


RUMOR OF EMBEZZLEMENT 


Secretary of Striking Union Says Story 


Accusing Him of Taking Funds Was 


Started Maliciously. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 15.—A ru- 


mor was put Jn circulation yesterday 
afternoon to the effect that Secretary* 
Treasurer Bowling, of the Carmen's 
Union of this city, who is one of the 
custodians of the fund contributed by 
sympathetic labor unions for the relief 
of the present carmen's strike, was an 
embezzler and absconder, having ap- 
propriated to his own use the relief 
fund, estimated at from $16,000 to >20,- 
000. 


To THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent 
today Mr. Bowling gave a denial of the 
charge in the following words- 


"Some malicious party yesterday af- 


ternoon started the rumor that the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Carmen's 
Union, which position is filled by my- 
self, had absconded with the funds of 
the organization. 


"I presume that, this rumor waa 
started by the agents of Patrick Cal- 
houn for the sole purpose of injuring 
the cause which we are battling for. 
"I am still in San Francisco, han- 


dling the funds of the organization, and 
can assure the trades union people and 
my many friends that I will stay in 
San Francisco as long as Patrick Cal- 
hoiin or his sleuths, who are engaged 
in starting and clteutating such ru- 
mors 


"The funds of the organization are 


managed in such a way that it would 
be Impossible for me to abscond with 
any of the money, 
The money is kept 


In bank vaultts, and requires three 
members of the finance committee of 
the Carmen's Union to be-present when 
depositing or withdrawing the same. 


"Financial statements are made daily 
to the campaign strike committee and 
will be made weekly to the organiza- 
tion contributing to the general strike 
fund. 
The story of my embezzlement 
and absconding is entirely false and 
unfounded" 


The funds in question, Mr Bowling 


stated, are deposited In a box in the 
safety vaults of the Mission Bank on 
Sixteenth street in this city. 


Bankers are not expected to give out 


any Information regarding the business 
of the people who have dealings w !th 
them, but Inquiry at the bank in qiies- 
tion by THE TRIBUNE correspondent 
this morning resulted in the ascertain- 
ment of the Information that a box of 
that kind was In control of the repre- 
sentatives of the Carmen's Union and 
that it could not be opened for the 
depositing or the withdrawal of funds, 
save in the presence of three members 
of the finance committee of tho union 
in question.

ALAMEDA, June is.—A special 


meeting of the City Council will be 
held on Thursday night to discuss the 
tax estimates submitted by the vari- 
ous departments. 
At the committee 


.session last evening there was some 
talk of them but the subject' the Coun- 
cil found to be a tough one and it was 
decided to hare the special (mee ting. 


Councilmnn Bullock reported that 


the total estimates called for 1286,000 
and that on a valuation of Jl5;000,000 
the rate would be 91.91 if the estimate* 
were allow* d. 
He stated that 91,28, 


the present tax rate, would raise $19!,- 
000. 
It is believed that the tax rate 


will be the same as the present figure. 
The Councilmen all favor Keeping the 
taxes down and there will be little, if 
any, advance this year. 


For the improvements asked for by 


the Electricity Commission for the mu- 
nicipal light plant* It will be necessary 
to haVe a bond Isstfe. 
The school es- 


timate will be cut about 95000, it is 
said. 
There will be cuts through all 


the other departments and the rate Wilt 
be kept low. 


The city engineer was instructed to 


draw plans for the improvement of 
Park street from Buena Vista avenue 
north. 
It is also Intended to improve 


High street from Lincoln avenue north. 


The application of the Southern Pa- 


cific for a spur franchise on Blandlng 
avenue was hot acted upon. 
Coun- 


cilmen Bullock and Magagnos stated 
the company had failed to repair the 
street after laying the tracks and asked 
that no action be taken until the work 
was done.

The Alameda Real Estate Exchange 


presented a petition protesting at the 
erettion of the Guggenheim smelter.

€»Jp«r»tV by deeding rights of way. Of course, the success of the 
•roject depends upon the co-operation of Contra Costa county, 
4ht« a/considerable section of -the proposed boulevard would 
necessarily be within the confines of that county, while the entire 
avenue would greatly contribufe to ttie development of Contra 
Costa real estate and the enhancement of property values across the 
line.

A broad highway, similar to the new Foothill road between 


Fniitvale and Hayward, winding completely around the Berkeley 
hills and connecting with the fine road system traversing the heights 
|n the rear of Oakland and radiating through the vaHey to the south 
ind east would he a splendid improvement worth many times its 
coat 
But it is useless to undertake such an enterprise unless both 


counties engage in it on a fair basis, and the property-owners most 
immediately concerned co-operate in a broad and liberal public 
spirit. 
.

Mameda county's system of public roads is the best in the 


State as every automobilist in California knows, and the 
part 


they 'have played in developing the region adjacent to this city 
should be an object lesson to the people of Contra Costa county. 
Across the crown of the hills back of Berkeley is a 
beautiful 


suburban icgion that would rapidly build up if provided with a 
fine road Astern leading into Oakland, Berkeley, Richmond and 
connecting with the southern shore of San Pablo bay. Such a high- 
way system would be of enormous public benefit to both Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties. 
It *ould naturally radiate from the 


boulevard with which it is proposed to encircle the Berkeley hills; 
therefore that project is of prime importance as the initial step In 
road improvement across the border. 


Large sums are dally spent in Alameda for accommodations 


and refreshments by people from San Francisco and other counties 
because of the fine roads traversing the attractive 
region here- 


about. Pleasure-seekers from elsewhere give business and employ- 
ment to hundreds by reason of the fact that the cdunty is provided 
with an excellent system of roads 
In turn, the resources 
and 


attractions of the county have been advertised in the most practical 
way, and investment and settlement have naturally followed. 


The taxpayers of Oakland should not grumble over the money 


spent on highways in the interior of the county, because the money 
st> spent has helped to build up tHs city and make business for its 
tradesmen and publicans. 
Road-building in the county has 
in- 


created property values in the city, and has brought population and 
capital hither. 'The proposed boulevard around the Berkeley hills 
would enlarge the suburban district and 
increase building and 


population. It would consequently swell the volume of business and 
enhance \alues in all the towns along this shore of the bay. 
It 


would be a paying investment, in short, besides adding attractive- 
ness to our outlying territory.

The block between Harrison 
and

DONOHOE APARTMENT HOUSE. 


One of these apartment houses Is 


being erected by C. L. Donohoe, a for- 
mer newspaper men, who until recent- 
ly was a resident of Santa Barbara, 
where lie lived for eighteen years. The 
prominence Oakland obtained after the 
San Franchsco quake and conflagra- 
tion led him to think .that it might be 


to his Interest to Investigate with the 
view of investing his capital here. 
He soon became convinced that Oak- 
land was in fact the city of opportuni- 
ties above all others on the Pacific 
Coast and toe bought the lot on whlcix 
he is now building a $25,000 apart- 
ment house. This lot has two front- 
ages, one on Grand avenue and the 
other on Twenty-third street, an ideal 
location, as Mr. Donohoe describes it, 
because, in effect, the building has no 
rear to it, inasmuch as there is noth- 
ing to intervene between It and either 
•tflaorougrhfare. The building is a three- 
story structure of handsome design, 
containing twelve three-room apart- 
ments, which are to be furnished with 
the Stern's wall fixtures, <so that what 
is a bedroom in the night time may be 
devoted to other uses during the day 
without any suggestion appearing in 
evidence tfhat it Is anything else than 
a parlor or sitting room. The main 
entrance, which is on Grand avenue, 
will be a common entrance to all the 
apartments, and! aide entrances are 
provided for the use 
of tradesmen. 


The whole building is outfitted -with

even to ventilation closets for the stor-

perishable provisions. The 


house when finished will be In charge 
of Mrs. Donohoe and its tenants will 
be of the most select only. The build- 
ing is now

touches in the interior. Mr. Donohoe 
has the greatest faith in Oakland's 
future and considers that it has im- 
mense advantages over Los Angeles 
or any other city in the southern part 
of the State. 


FEIGHT APARTMENT HOUSE. 
Directly opposite, on the north side 


of Grand avenue, is a still larger apart- 
ment house, which is being erected 
by A. V. Feight, at a cost of approxi- 
mately $35,000. 
Its style of architec- 


ture is the Mission, having Imitation 
tile roof and the characteristic tile cov- 
ered Mission towers. This is, also, a 
•three-sto|ry 
structure, 
containing 


eighteen three-room apartments, mak- 
ing in all a building

Adjacent to these two big apartment 


houses is the old St. Paul's Episcopal 
church, restored' as it was <m the Har- 
rison street lot, so far M the interior 
is concerned, but vastly improved on 
the outside by coating the old barn- 


like exterior with shingles and the 
construction of an attractive portico 
over -the main entrance. To tho wor-
